The lack of classrooms and 


money is keeping an estima­ 


ted 1800 children in three Low­ 


er Bucks County school dis­ 


tricts out of kindergarten. 


The three districts, Bristol, 


Bensalom and 
Lower South­ 
ampton townships, faced with 
the problem of squeezing older 
children 
in 
regular 
classes 
just don't have the resources 
for kindergarten. 


And what is more it doesn't 
look as if they will be able to 
set 
up 
kindergartens 
before 
September 19r>8—if then. 
However 2000 children from 


14 other municipalities are at­ 


tending kindergartens. 


The 
three 
“ have-not 
dis­ 


tricts” have discussed kinder­ 


gartens 
over 
the 
past 
few 


years but haven't seen their 
way clear. 


“ It is not that we doubt the 
value of the programs,” one 
official said. “ It’s that we just 


don’t have the facilities.” 


In each of these areas kin­ 
dergartens have been a burn­ 


ing question. In Bristol town­ 


ship. 
the 
largest 
individual 


school district in the county, a 
group of citizens studied the 
problem last year. 
They came up with several 
proposals 
that 
ranged 
from 


renting outside buildings 
to 


the building of quonset huts, 


however 
the 
school 
board 


turned them all down as either 
impractical or too expensive. 


The school hoard further re­ 


jected 
a plan submitted 
re­ 


cently that called for triple 
sessions for kindergarten and 
double sessions for first grade. 


This would require about 15 
kindergarten leachers. 
The directors felt that first 
grade children would benefit 
more from full sessions than 
the 
kindergarten 
children 
would from their abbreviated 
sessions. 
Kindergarten 
is 
normally 
conducted on a half day basis. 
In view of this action of the 


board Dr. Guy F. Eberhart 
has stated that the earliest 
time kindergartens could be 
established 
in 
the 
township 
would be September 1958. 
He explained that by then 
the township should have an­ 
other 
20 - room 
elementary 
school in 
Levittown and 
an 
addition to the Taylor school, 
Croydon. These he said are in 


addition to the 28-room James 
Buchanan school and 14-room 
addition to the Maple Shade 
school scheduled for comple­ 
tion by this September. 
But even these new schools 
will be filled and it will take 
some squeezing and crowding 
to set up a kindergarten, of­ 
ficials point out.
